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THE BOOK SALES OF 1902

[T is wisdom only that 
|makes the price of books.'* 
'Would Richard de Bury, 
^earliest of British biblio- 
fgraphers, to-day repeat 

jthese words, written in the 

first half of the 14th century ? Farther- 
more, would he, in present circumstances, 
feel justified in saying that " no dearness of 
price ought to hinder a man from the buying 
of books, if he has the money that is de- 
manded for them, unless it be to withstand 
the malice of the seller, or (and the con- 
junctive phrase suggests that the learned 
ecclesiastic was not averse to a bargain 
after all) to await a more favourable 
opportunity of buying *' ? The author 
of the " Philobiblon " — who possessed 
more books than all the other Bishops 
of England together — died a century 
before the invention of printing by means 
of moveable types. The "books * of his 
time were those penned with infinite heed 
by monastic or other scribes, naively de- 
corated, on occasions by forgotten artists. 
Well might he recount the legend of the 
old woman who asked of Tarquin the 
Proud so large a sum of money for nine 
books that he deemed her mad ; how she 
flung three of them into the fire and still 
asked the same price ; and how she destroyed 
other three ere Tarquin paid the sum de- 
manded for what proved to be three of the 
Sibylline books, containing the precious 
oracles, afterwards consumed by fire in the 
Temple of Jupiter, b.c. 83. Tarquin and 
the Sibyl have their twentieth century re- 
presentatives ; but not always are the tomes 
oflFered, refused, and finally purchased at a 
ransom, worth even a feather's weight of 
gold. % When the Duke of Roxburghe*s 
library was dispersed in 1 8 1 2 ; when, in 
1818, 115 guineas were paid for the First 



Folio edition of Shakespeare ; when, in 
1 864, the Daniel copy of this work brought 
682 guineas ; when the late Earl of 
Ashburnham's "Jason," the first book 
printed in the English language, made 
j^2,ioo, in 1897 — ^^ ^^^^ occasion the 
cry was "prices have reached their maxi- 
mum.'' Yet since January, 1902, scores 
of books have been sold at auction for 
sums not only higher than ever before, but 
which bewilder those experts who base 
their judgments on experience gained, say, 
during the last decade. There is no 
difficulty in assigning to its cause a large 
proportion of the competition. By the few, 
at any rate, millions are swiftly gained in 
America ; indeed, a mere millionaire now 
falls into the ranks of those with somewhat 
circumscribed means. Probably 70 percent, 
of the high prices are attributable to the 
" potent dollar." Whether singly, or in the 
form of whole libraries, scarce and valuable 
books are rapidly crossing the Atlantic. 
Private collections in this country are yield- 
ing up their treasure with a haste which 
cannot but be regarded with concern. This 
state of things must continue until, if ever, 
transatlantic demand ceases, or home con- 
noisseurs are prepared to outbid their rivals. 
At the present moment there is no prospect 
of either solution. % The bibliophile 
will search in vain in the records ot the 
twelve months for the occurrence at auction 
of any library of first or even second im- 
portance. The following tables give details 
of the eleven highest totals, January — De- 
cember, respectively in 1901 and 1902. 
I have excluded, however, the 42 lots, 
belonging to "a well-known collector," 
sold on May 14 for ^^5,291, for the reason 
that decorative manuscripts and not 
printed books realised almost the whole 
sum.

^ The average realised per lot is in each 
case given, but save where a library is con- 
fined strictly to printed books, and even 
then not invariably, information of the kind 
is apt to be misleading. It may be of interest 
to know, for instance, that the typographical 
examples in the Earl of Ashburnham's col- 
lection, 4,075 lots, yielded an average or 
£ij 1 8s., as against ^13 5s. for the 2,110 
lots of the Syston Park Library, 1884. But 



in miscellaneous coUectionsMfrom various 
sources, which merely chance to be cata- 
logued together for convenience of sale- — 
such as that, for instance, appearing second 
on the 1 902 table — there are frequently in- 
cluded autograph letters, MS. Horae, gran- 
gerised works, literary relics, or perhaps 
original drawings, which serve to make the 
average practically useless for comparative 
purposes. Another feature — and an unde- 
sirable feature — of these miscellaneous sales 
calls for a word of comment. When owners' 
names are not revealed, the would-be pur- 
chaser of all books save those which have a 
well-established market-value is on hazar- 
dous ground. The approximate worth of 
a First Folio Shakespeare, in given state, for 
instance, is matter of common knowledge ; 
but in a hundred other cases this is not so. 
It must suffice here to say that there arc 
subtle undcr-currents in the sea of book col- 
lecting of which individuals, who, lacking 
experience, put forth in frail craft unmanned 
by old tars, must beware. " Things are not 
(always) what they seem." ^ By reason of ex- 
tent and not of general excellence, the library 
brought together by the late Henry White, 
D.L., F.S.A., of 30, Queen's Gate, takes a 
foremost place as far as totals are concerned ; 
but of the aggregate over ^3,100 was paid 
for a number of illuminated MS. Hone, 
several of which had more than doubled in 
value since sold as part of the Hamilton 
Palace, the Syston Park, or other collections. 
Truth to say, the White was a somewhat 
characterless library, at this point pleasing, 
at the next singularly unattractive, to the 
connoisseur. Like Dr. White, the late 
Lieut.-Colonel Edward George Hibbert — 
who belonged to the same family as George 
Hibbert, the 8,726 lots of books in whose 
possession realised ^21,753 in 1829 — had 
formed his library in quite recent times ; 
but this was almost the sole point of simi- 
larity. As if by instinct, some men know 
what to buy, what to pass unheeded. There 
is poetic justice in the fact that the assem- 
blage of Colonel Hibbert yields the highest 



average per lot of the season ; nor can there 
be any doubt that from the investment stand- 
point the purchases as a whole were amply 
justified — the library is said to have cost him 
about jTjyOOO. In this connection I may 
direct attention to the notes to Nos. 24, 30, 
and 65, pp. 19-21. If farther evidence be 
desired of the " hard cash " value of con- 
noisseurship, it emerges from an analysis of 
the table, " Printed Books, ^50 or more," 
pp. 18-26. The sources whence they 
come emphasise the relative importance of 
the Hibbert Library; confirm, too,what we 
may call the gospel of averages. This can 
best be shown by a tabular statement.

Who shall deny that this is a triumph for 
the average-per-lot theory ! Lest, however, 
weary of burdens forced upon them, statis- 
tics of the kind turn of a sudden and laugh 
to scorn the laborious compiler, it may be 
wise to go no farther in this direction. 
^ To pass on, the Fountaine books had been 
familiars, so to say, for a century and a half 
or more. Sir Andrew Fountaine acquired 
many now almost priceless works of art 
during his visits to Italy in 1 70 1-8 ; and until 
1 884, when dispersed at Christie's for a total 
of ^91,1 13, these were housed at Narford 
Hall, Norfolk. The selection from the 
Fountaine Library sold in June was remark- 
able, in the main, for fine unbound copies 
of scarce plays by dramatists of the golden 
age. There was a time when Shakespeare 
quartos were to be picked up for little more 
than their initial value of about 4d. or 6d. 
The Roxburghe copy of " Titus Androni- 
cus,'* 1 6 1 1 , made jTi 1 2s., as compared with 
^620 for an uncut example in March, 1 90 1 ; 
and as recently as 1855 the late Mr. Henry 
Stevens sold tor £s^^^ '^ M^- ^^oXj of 



New York, forty of these quartos, in excellent The 
condition, to-day worth many thousands. Book Sales 
Not a single quarto play by the prince of of 1902 
dramatists has occurred for sale since January, 
1 902. In lieu of competing therefor, then, it 
is in no way surprising to find that collectors 
have enlarged their field, and determined to 
acquire rarities even by writers whose iden- 
tity is obscure. One of the most remarkable 
incidents of the sale season was that which 
carried to a sum equal to almost ^^14 a leaf 
"The Merry Devill of Edmonton'' (No. 14 
on table), a play "sundry times acted by 
His Majestie's Servants at the Globe, on the 
bankeside." In 1653 it was licensed as 
Shakespeare's, and sometimes the name of 
Drayton is associated with it. Charles Lamb 
alludes to it as a " delightful comedy," and 
says, " I wish it could be ascertained (which 
there is some grounds for believing) that 
Michael Drayton was the author. ... It 
would add a worthy appendage to the re- 
nown of that panegyrist of my native earth ; 
who has gone over her soil, in his Polyol- 
bion, with the fidelity of a herald, and the 
painful love of a son." The mistaken attri- 
bution of the play to Anthony Brewer in 
the " Dictionary of Anonymous and Pseu- 
donymous Literature " is probably based on 
the fact that a prose tract, having a similar 
title, from the pen of Thomas Brewer, was 
entered in the Stationers' Register. The 
play, whose dramatis persona include Sir 
Arthur Clare, Dorcas, his lady, Millicent, 
their daughter, and young Harry Clare, was 
witnessed by Pepys on August i o, 1 66 1 . "I 
went to my Lady's," says the diarist, " and 
dined with her, and after dinner took the 
two young gentlemen and the two ladies 
and carried them and Captain Ferrers to the 
theatre, and showed them 'The Merry 
Devill of Edmonton,' which is a very merry 
play, the first time I ever saw it, which 
pleased me well." On the basis of ^^300 
for this play, the fine series of Shakespeare 
quartos in George Daniel's library, dispersed 
in 1864 for a sum then regarded as pheno- 
menal, would fetch an aggregate impossible

% But to revert to library totals : By far the 
most noteworthy series or early printed books 
in any one library was that in the collection 
of the late Mr. Henry W. Cholmley, of 
Howsham Hall, York. Twenty books 
brought from ^^50 to ^^290 each, details of 
which appear on the table. Prior to his 
marriage, Mr. Cholmley bought many then 
lightly accounted works from the late Fre- 
derick S. Ellis. Seven of these, all 1 5 th 
century, realised j^S^ ^ > against a cost in the 
late 'sixties of 50 gns. (See Nos. 52, 62, 94, 
106, 147, 157, and 158.) Following, at a 
considerable distance, the G. I. Ellis, we 
have a portion of the collection formed 
within the past few years by Mr. J. W. Ford, 
of Winchmore Hill. Books by 1 8th cen- 
tury authors of repute, in desirable condi- 
tion, were a speciality ; and yet again the 
wisdom of a speciality was exemplified. 
The only other single property of importance 
had passed out of the hands of its original 
possessor in advance. Mr. Marshal C. 
LeflFerts, of New York, disposed of his li- 
brary en masse to an American dealer, and 
the 337 lots dispersed at Sotheby's in June 
were those which remained unsold by pri- 
vate treaty. The circumstances of the case 
were well-known in this country, of course, 
and, if not actually anticipated, relatively 
small prices would have caused no surprise. 
But, in the issue, whatever initial prejudice 
had to be encountered operated to a small 
extent only. ^ There is widespread faith 
in the rightness of public opinion, even 
though this composite intangibility be the 
sum of opinions separately valueless. So, 
after having tilted at the " sanctity of the 
average" for given libraries, one may — 
without apologising for inconsistency — sug- 
gest that, elevenfolded, as has been done in 
the tabular statement, the resultant average, 
conceivably, approximates to trustworthi- 
ness : that is to say, £6 i6s. 9d. and 



£j 1 3s. I id. may roughly indicate the rise 
in price of certain classes of book rarities 
within the past year or two. ^ On pp. 
1 8-26 appears a table of 1 65 " lots " which 
have realised a minimum of ^50 each at 
auction. Despite evident disadvantages, 
I have yet to discover a more satisfactory 
method of enabling collectors to take a coup 
d^ceil of activity in the salerooms. In some 
such way only can a number of the threads 
be drawn together, and if the issuing pattern 
be eccentric, or even indistinguishable, that 
is of little consequence. The obvious draw- 
back of estimating the importance of a book 
by its present market value is diflicult to 
overcome when a big subject has to be 
treated within rational limits. Those in 
quest of the myriad little fish which escape 
through the meshes of the net we have cast 
— often attractive in adverse proportion to 
their size — will find allusion to them in 
" Book Prices Current," greatly improved 
in 1902 by the dispersal-date of libraries 
under notice being printed at the head of 
each page. % In the table, the aim has 
been to detail every printed book sold for at 
least /50, important duplicate copies being 
named in the notes. Many works whose 
value depends in large part on engravings 
and the like, printed separately from the 
text, are left for another tabulation. Again, 
while the value of Nos. 28, 33, and others, 
was enhanced by MS. notes or inscriptions, 
I place in a diflFerent category books such as 
CharlesTennyson's" Sonnets,'' 1 830, which, 
with twelve lines of verse and three pen- 
and-ink sketches by Thackeray, brought 
^300, as, too, J. P. Collier's annotated 
"Old Man's Diary," ^175. But I am 
aware in advance of apparent and, perhaps, 
actual inconsistencies in these and other re- 
spects. Facts, however seemingly amenable, 
have a natural aversion to being tabulated. 
Hence, to take a single instance, Charles 
Lamb's first book, " Rosamund Gray," ap- 
pears on the ^50 table, while other of his 
works, in first edition, are included among 
19th century editiones principes. This is 



but one of many examples of disadvantages 
inherent in the tabular system. % Had 
the list been confined to printed books sold 
for j^ I GO or more, including 19th century 
first editions, it would have consisted of 
73 entries. % A similar list dealing with 
the book-sales for the year 1 901, as now ex- 
cluding duplicates, yielded 63 entries ; from 
the Hope-Edwardes Library 18, fi-om the 
Pirovano 1 3, fi-om the Fraser and the Stanley 
3 each. % It not seldom happens that by 
virtue of" the greatest book in our language " 
the name of Shakespeare appears first on a 
table of this kind ; but for the nonce the 
craftsman who fathered printing in this 
country takes the lead. The ^^2,225 for a 
relatively unimportant work from the West- 
minster press contrasts with the I IS. Sd.paid 
in 1 500 to the Churchwardens of St. Mar- 
garet's for two copies of "The Golden 
Legend ; " with 22 examples by Caxton, in 
Dr. Francis Bernard's sale, 1098, sold for 
£4. 1 3s. ; and with 48 in the library of John 
RatcliflF, which in i776broughtj^236 5s. 6d. 
Passing mention may be made of the fact 
that although the fine Bedfordshire Library 
copy of the "Ryal Book" exceeds any sum 
hitherto publicly paid for a Caxton, it does 
not alter his" place" in auCtion-room annals. 
As before, a work fi-om his press comes fifth 
in money-value order: preceded by the Fust 
and SchoeflFer Psalter, 1459, on vellum, at 
/4,95o— the highest sum ever paid under 
the hammer in this country for a printed 
book ; by the Mazarin Bible, on vellum, 
j^4,ooo ; by the same work, the first printed 
with moveable types, on paper, jC3'9^^ 5 
and by the famous Decameron of Valdarfer, 
whose price of ^2,260, at the Roxburghe 
sale, 1 8 1 2, held for several decades the fore- 
most place. A wealthy American, not Mr. 
Pierpont Morgan, bought for ^1,550 the 
Martin copy of the " Ryal Book ''in 1 90 1 . 
When the larger Bedfordshire Library ex- 
ample, in old binding, occurred, it, too, was 
procured by him. Hence, on July 30 last the 
Martin copy was re-sold, the j^ 1 50 reduction 
in the circumstances being less than was anti- 



cipated. % The records of the year include The 
no such sensational incident as that which in Book Sales 
May, 1 90 1, carried "The Pilgrim's Pro- of 1902 
gress," from a published price of is. 6d. in 
1678, to j^i,475. Among the most unac- 
countable valuations are Nos. 19 and 21 ; 
but, remembering Lamb's distinctive posi- 
tion among early 19th century writers, an 
associative worth, other than temporary, may 
attach to rare trifles by him. In any case, 
old-fashioned collectors would probably pre- 
fer the 1 806 " King and Queen of Hearts " 
at jC^40 to Mr. Kipling's "School Boy 
Lyrics " at ^i 35, the amount paid in 1 899 
for the first copy to occur at auction. 
Save for these two entries, few are inex- 
plicable, from either the literary or the 
bibliographical standpoint. Each of the 
four folio editions of Shakespeare appears. 
Of the First, no fine example has been 
oflFered, or, despite the late Mr, Bernard 
Quaritch's dictum that at j^ 1,700 the 1900 
copy was over-valued by about jCS^^^"" 
and the present Mr. Quaritch paid ^1,720 
twelve months later for a less attractive First 
Folio — it would yet again have shown an ad- 
vance. Of the several imprints on the title- 
page of the Second Folio we are enabled 
to give three examples : Nos. 4, 1 1 — this the 
common one — and 3 5 . Three copies of the 
book as printed for John Smethwick or 
Smithweeke publicly changed hands ; a 
fourth is priced by a dealer at j^6oo ; three 
were sold at auction in 1887, 1 897, and 1 899; 
and yet another is in the Lenox Library : 
hence this conflicts with the statement that 
"not more than three or four copies arc 
known." As attention has only recently 
been directed to this Smethwick variety, it 
is probable that many copies exist, in addi- 
tion to the eight noted in the table. % Of 
several books that, by reason of literary as 
distinct fi-om typographical interest, have 
within recent years doubled, quadrupled, 
nay centupled, in money value, attention 
may be directed to Nos. 24, 59, 65, 68, 
and 80. " Robinson Crusoe," No. 24 — 
three or four editions of which were pub-

No. I by mere man," he said, " that the reader 

wished longer, except ' Robinson Crusoe,* 
* Don Quixote,' and ' The Pilgrim's Pro- 
gress ' ? " % Mr. James Ward — who sold 
to the Bodleian Library for ^i 12 15s. the 
only known MS. of the York Gradual, 
penned by a 14th century scribe — was the 
owner of Watts' " Divine Songs," No. 37. 
He secured it on a bookstall set up weekly 
in the Nottingham market-place for ^20 
plus a parcel of books to the value of from 
^5 to ^10. It had previously been in the 
possession of a descendant of Mr.Townsend, 
co-Pastor at Stoke Newington with Isaac 
Watts. No copy of the 171 5 edition had 
previously been traced, and the earliest in 
the British Museum is the ninth, dated 1 728. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Abney,to whom the volume 
is inscribed, is one of the three ladies to 
whom the Songs are dedicated. Accord- 
ing to an apparently trustworthy rumour, 
a second example could have been bought 
in a Holborn book-shop last summer for 
the modest sum of is. Time may reveal 
the fortunate purchaser. On the end fly- 
leaf of Bunyan's " Holy War," No. 38, 
bespeaking the light esteem in which the 
volume was held by a one-time possessor, 
is a MS. note as to " Mrs. Graford's bill for 

half-a-yard " of what material we shall 

never know, f On January 1 2, 1 760, John 
Ncwbery started a daily paper, the PuA/ic 
Ledger. He engaged Goldsmith to contri- 
bute two articles every week, at one guinea 
each ; almost simultaneously the author 
dropped " Mr." and became known as" Dr." 
Goldsmith. Before the end of 1760, 98 
letters had appeared, and during the next 
few months the series was brought to a close. 
No. 59 is the editio princcps in book form 
of these " Letters from a Chinese Philoso- 
pher in London to his friend in the East." 
Gray*s "Odes," No. 33, formed part of a 
series of books and leaflets printed at or re- 
lating to the Strawberry Hill Press, sold by

Messrs. Hodgson for a total of about £700. 
They were bequeathed by Horace Walpole 
himself to the Hon. Mrs. Anne Seymour 
Damer, passed from her to a relative, and 
thence into the possession of the seller. All 
the pieces were in remarkably fine condi- 
tion, practically as they came from the 
press. The "Catalogue of Pictures and 
Drawings in the Holbein Chamber," 8 pp., 
made ^28 ids.; "A Reply to the Ob- 
servations of the Rev. Dr. Milles," 1770, 
said to be one of six, with a 1 6-line note 
by Walpole, £/^^ ; and " Anecdotes of 
Painting in England," the cover of Vol. HI. 
marked by Walpole " ready for the new 
edition," ^32. No. 66 — the popularity 
of its text and naively humorous cuts, re- 
presenting with economy of line the various 
creatures, evidenced by the fact that six edi- 
tions were printed within about two years — 
is still more valuable in first English trans- 
lation : in 1 90 1 the Hopc-Edwardes copy, 
undated, fetched ^^325, against 15 guineas 
in 1 8 1 2 for the Roxburghe copy, dated 1 55 1 . 
^ I have entered separately on the table, 
not only variants of the several Shakespeare 
folios, but also three other works. Had the 
later of the two editions of Lamb*s " King 
and Queen of Hearts," Nos. 19 and 21, 
been offered after instead of before the issue 
of 1806, the value set upon it would pro- 
bably have been considerably less. It may 
be noted that the engraved title-page of 
this, Lamb*s first book for children, in each 
case bears the words " Printed for Thos. 
Hodgkins, Hanway Street, November 18, 
1805." The probability is that the book- 
let did not sell rapidly, and in order to give 
it an appearance of freshness paper covers, 
dated anew, were several times added. I 
do not include the 1 806 issue in 1 9th cen- 
tury editiones principes, although it is 
the earliest yet discovered. Warrant for 
distinct details of Nos. 1 8 and 24 may be 
found in the fact that the Prime copy had 
Vol. I. only in first edition, and did not 
include the third spurious volume. It is 
hardly necessary to add, however, that prac- 



tically the whole sum was in each case paid 
for Vol. I. Nos. 91 and 155 have different 
title-pages, and hence are dealt with sepa- 
rately. % Attention has thus far been con- 
fined to works which realised at least jTioo 
each, 69 of which, excluding duplicates, 
yield a total of ^ 1 5,247. To this sum must 
be added, however, £7S9 ^^^ ^^^^ ^9^^ 
century editiones principes, which appear 
on a subsequent tabic. We may now ex- 
tend our field of observation to " lots " 
valued at between ^50 and £gg. Details 
of 96 of these are given. Until 1 898, when 
the American bibliographer, Mr. H. N. 
Stevens, drew attention to the point, little, 
if any, heed had been paid to the fact that 
there are two issues of the " Hamor," . 
No. 70. The copy in the LefFerts collec- 
tion — and we must repeat that the library 
was sold en masse to an American dealer 
prior to a portion of it being offered at 
Sotheby*s — concludes on page 60 with a 
paragraph of thirteen lines criticising the 
clergy, cancelled in the other edition in 
favour of twelve lines of a non-critical na- 
ture. The " Horse," No. 7 1 , consists of one 
hundred un-numbered leaves, and, accord- 
ing to Mr. Macfarlane, there are no borders 
unless the illuminations over the large cuts 
conceal such on certain pages. It is unne- 
cessary to state that the 1499 " Poliphilo," 
No. 73 — ^whose authorship is revealed in an 
acrostic formed by the initial letters of the 
chapters — is one of the most famous books 
in the annals of Venetian printing. The 
romance, containing 1 68 cuts ascribed from 
time to time to ten or more artists, among 
them Carpaccio, has for long been regarded 
as a desideratum in every great library. It 
is printed in Roman type, with three or four 
variants of decorative initial letters. Ninety- 
three years after Aldus printed the " PoU- 
philo," Simon Waterson issued an imperfect 
English translation, by R. D., with the apt 
sub-title of" The Strife of Love in a Dreame," 
a few of the cuts being copied from Italian 
originals. It was ill received, apparently, 
for Waterson, Mr. Pollard tells us, abandon- 



ing hope of a second edition, parted with The 
his blocks. Four of them served three years Book Sales 
later to illustrate the " Strange and wonder- of 1 902 
ful tidings happened to Richard Hasleton, 
borne at Braintree in Essex, in his ten yeares 
trauailes in many forraine countries." A 
cut, supposed to illustrate that portion of 
the text which describes Hasleton flying 
from his enemies, shows a man lying re- 
posefiiUy under a tree ! This is but one of 
a hundred instances of the incongruous use 
of" stock wood-cuts," which travelled from 
country to country, passed from printer to 
printer. In a paper read before the Biblio- 
graphical Society, Mr. Pollard cited a case 
of a Verard block, representing Aaron and 
the Israelites going out to meet Moses, in- 
troduced 145 years later into a Roxburghe 
ballad printed for Richard Harper, Moses 
here being transformed into an Elizabethan 
gentleman. This English translation of the 
" Poliphilo " is now of extreme rarity. Mr. 
Andrew Lang, who edited the reprint of 
1 890 from the copy in the Bodleian, bought 
an imperfect example at Toovey*s for ^i. 
Finding, however, that it lacked the last 
five pages, he exchanged it for " Les Me- 
moires de la Reine Marguerite," Paris, 
1 66 1, in yellow morocco. Not till after- 
wards did he discover the rarity, and hence 
the worth, of the " Poliphilo." It is said 
that Mons. Claude Popelin, who had long 
been searching for the book, bought in a 
London sale-room the copy cast aside by 
Mr. Lang — " i un de ces prix qu*on n'avoue 
pas a sa m^nagfere ! " The example in the 
Hibbert Library, No. 1 1 5 — several leaves 
mended — appears to have been the first to 
occur at auction for many years. "The 
Essays," No. 74, a little volume no less than 
two inches thick, contains perhaps the only 
copy outside the British Museum of Robert 
Johnson's " Essays" in first edition ; and the 
fact that these and the " Essays " of Corn- 
wallis were deemed worthy to be bound up 
almost contemporaneously with the writ- 
ings of Bacon is of some literary significance. 
In the Huth catalogue the 1607 edition of 



The Johnson is claimed as the first, an error 

Burlington copied in AUibone. "Since the days of 
Series, Homer the world has not seen a more art- 

No. I ful epic fable " : thus said Dr. Beattie of 

"Tom Jones," No. 75, a dictum against 
which we may set that of Dr. Johnson, " Sir, 
there is more knowledge of the heart in one 
letter of Richardson's than in all Tom Jones." 
By reason of its success. Fielding, two years 
later, received ^Ti ,000 for " Amelia." The 
" Palis of Honoure," No. 76 — which, like 
the Ashburnham copy, lacks the blank leaf 
— may, from an ethical point of view, be 
linked with "The Pilgrim's Progress," 
No. 80. Each aims to prove that by virtue 
only, constant and undeviating,can we hope 
to gain the Palace of Honour. Whereas, 
however, the Bishop of Dunkeld's book 
has but quadrupled in value during the last 
ninety years, the Bunyan, had a copy oc- 
curred for sale, might have brought no more 
than sixpence at the Roxburghe dispersal. 
The Kelmscott " Chaucer," No. 78, marks 
the highest sum yet paid for, from the 
printer's standpoint, " the most wonderful 
book of the 1 9th century ; " but in December 
the price fell back to ^84 ids. f Several 
works come under the head of Americana. If 
none of these shows a rise in money-worth 
comparable with that of Denton's " New 
York" — the perfect unbound Ashburton 
copy fetched ^400 in 1 900 as against 1 8s. 
paid for the Nassau example in 1824 — the 
figures are significant. Had Nos. 83, 1 1 1, 
125, 145, 149, 1 5 1, and 161 occurred, for in- 
stance, in the library of Thomas Caldecott, 
Bencher of the Middle Temple, dispersed 
in the Wellington Street sale-rooms of 
Messrs. Sotheby in December, 1833, as did 
Hamor's "Virginia," No. 70, and many other 
now highly-prized pieces, they would have 
fetched perhaps ^10, instead of ^^4^5- 
" Cato Major," No. 84, translated ten years 
before publication by Chief Justice Logan, 
is the outstanding product of Benjamin 
Franklin's Philadelphian press. It will be 
recalled that for some time he worked as 
a printer in London, and, with Meredith, 
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issued the Pennsylvania Gazette onward from 
1 729. Franklin wrote the preface, and states 
that he printed the book " in a large and fair 
Character, that those who begin to think 
on the Subject of Old Age (which seldom 
happens till their Sight is somewhat im- 
pair'd by its Approaches) may not, in Read- 
ing, by the Pain small Letters give the Eyes, 
feel the Pleasure of the Mind in the least 
allayed." He hopes that " this first trans- 
lation of a Classic in this Western JVorW 
may be a happy omen, foreshadowing that 
Philadelphia shall become the "seat of the 
American Muses." f The attention of 
book collectors may be directed to several 
entries relating to editiones principes of plays 
by 17th century dramatists ; and in this con- 
nection a hope may be expressed that the 
example of the Elizabethan Stage Society, 
who recently produced Ben Jonson's " Al- 
chemist " to a delighted audience, will be 
followed by our theatrical managers. Nos. 
82 and 1 54 are printed as they have "beene 
diuers times Acted by the Children of 
Paules ;" the British Museum possesses the 
editio princeps of No. 90, " very delectable 
and full of mirth ; " No. 1 1 9, rare, was at- 
tributed in old catalogues to Ben Jonson ; 
the two plays. No. 1 24, were frequently acted 
at the Black or the White Friars ; as to the 
Middleton, No. 1 59, an interesting question 
arises. In the Bodleian is a copy bearing 
the imprint in full of George Eld, " as it 
hath beene lately Acted, by the Children of 
Paules." In the same year the play was 
issued " as it hath beene often in Action, 
both at Paules, and the Black-Fryers," this 
time with the imprint " G.E., sold by Henry 
Rockytt," the sheets of the already men- 
tioned edition here used with a different 
title-page. Which is the first issue remains 
uncertain. Mr. J. T. Wise, one of the most 
astute of collectors, buyer of the Hibbert 
copy, doubtless places considerable value on 
the occurrence of the two title-pages, f If 
only because of the extreme rarity of No. 85, 
we may transcribe its characteristic title: 
" The Famous Historie of Albions Queene, 



wherein is discoursed King Edwards Jelosie, 
Queene Katherines Chastetie, the Duke of 
SufFolkes Loyaltie, and the Barron of Buck- 
inghams Treacherie." The copy quoted by 
Lowndes lacked the title and the dedication, 
signed " R.G.," to " Edmund MuUineux 
Esquicr/* The 4to. was sold by T. Pavier 
at the sign of the " Catte and Parrotes," 
Cornhill. " Rosamund Gray," No. 9 1 , par- 
ticularly now that Lamb is such a favourite 
with collectors, hardly attracted the atten- 
tion it deserves, perhaps. The " lot " com- 
prised two volumes, lettered "Coleridge, 
Poems." The only other known copy of 
" Rosamund Gray," " Birmingham, printed 
by Thomas Pearson," is that in the Rowfant 
Library, until now "deemed to be unique." 
In the Locker catalogue it is suggested that as 
Charles Lloyd^s father lived at Birmingham a 
few copies of the book were struck off there ; 
but, as the usual London title reads " printed 
for Lee and Hurst, No. 32, Paternoster 
Row," it may be that the whole issue came 
from Birmingham. The interest of " The 
Purple Island," No. 93, was enhanced by 
the correspondence between the engraving 
on the back of the title-page and the coat- 
of-arms on the remaining portion of the old 
binding. Phineas Fletcher, the author, was 
commended by two dissimilar contempo- 
raries, both of whom outlived him. Walton, 
in " The Compleat Angler," said of it : 
"There came into my mind at that time 
certain verses in praise of a mean estate of 
an humble mind ; they were written by 
Phineas Fletcher, an excellent divine and an 
excellent angler, and the author of excellent 
Piscatorie Eclogs,in which you shall see the 
picture of this good man*s mind, and I wish 
mine to be like it." Again, in the preface 
to Stirling's Poems, 1734, it is stated that 
"the great Milton is said to have ingenu- 
ously confessed that he owed his immortal 
work of * Paradise Lost * to Mr. Fletcher's 
' LocustsB,' " No. 108. Exception may be 
taken, perhaps, to the inclusion of No. i o i , 
whose four copper-plate engravings, besides 
the map, arc often erroneously stated to be 



the earliest examples executed in England. The 
William Rogers was born in London about Book Sales 
1 545, and one of the best known of his nine of 1902 
portraits is that of Queen Elizabeth. " The 
Prospect of Society," No. 1 22, happily now 
in the British Museum, is of signal literary 
interest. Mr. A. T. Quiller-Couch was the 
first publicly to draw attention to the fact 
that we here have a proof, lacking certain 
lines, and " printed backwards in fairly re- 
gular sections," of" The Traveller," bearing 
the alternative title found in the earliest 
editions. Had this been recognised by col- 
lectors at large before instead of after the 
sale, as Mr. George England points out in 
an article in The Library for July, it would 
probably have gone to some wealthy Ameri- 
can for double or treble the sum actually 
realised. Half-an-hour thereafter there was 
sold for jr49 a folio volume, containing 
" An Elegy Wrote in a Country Church- 
yard " and a number of 1 8th century Tracts. 
The Elegy bears no printer^s name, place, 
or date ; and several experts were, if they 
actually are not now, of opinion that this 
is the earliest known copy. It was bought 
at Puttick*s some years ago for 2 gns., and 
in 1897 ^^* Edmund Gosse wrote to the 
(sAthenaum and suggested that it is an ex- 
tremely early piracy, struck off within a few 
days of the publication of the first quarto. 
But if this be the case, why should it be the 
only known copy ? On the fly-leaf of 
Watts' " Horse LyricsB," No. 1 38, was a letter 
from the " timorous author " to Mr. Samuel 
Say, in which he asks him to accept " this 
ventrous Essay of Poesie in so Nice and cen- 
sorious an age : forgive as you read, peruse 
as a friend, design to be pleased and not to 
Judge." But we must dismiss this part of 
the subject and proceed. ^ To read a fa- 
vourite author in first edition is to come as 
closely as may be into touch with the way 
in which his ideas were originally shaped. 
Interests literary, bibliographical, senti- 
mental, attach, then, to editiones principes 
by writers of greater or lesser note belong- 
ing to the 1 9th century. A separate tabu- 
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The lation deals with a number of books in this 

Burlington kind, pp. 27-29. Of these, 7 come from 
Series, the Hibbert Library, 3 from the Ford. 

No. I When in 1821 there was rudely printed at 

Pisa, with the types of Didot, Shelley*s 
noble elegy on his contemporary, Keats, 
the author little foresaw how eager compe- 
tition would become for the 25pp. 4to. 
The leaf from a tree at Abbotsford, gathered 
in September, 1 89 1 , certainly brought good 
fortune to No. 3, which, if, as is un- 
doubtedly the case, the condition of original 
boards counts for anything, is worth less by 
^50 than the copy sold three years ago for 
jT 1 50. Thackeray, one of the first moderns 
to whet the appetite of a type of bibliophile 
non-existent until the seventies, is once re- 
presented only, and the name of Dickens 
appears four times. It would have been 
otherwise had we been treating the sales 
of 1899, when the Wright coUection, so 
rich in Dickensiana, was dispersed at 
Sotheby's. In the main, the notes attached 
to each entry give the necessary details. 
Here, as in the jT^o table, the frequent 
occurrence of " R[ecord] P[rice] " cannot 
fail to strike the reader. Nos. 6, 10, and 1 2 
were offered for sale, not without criticism 
in the press, by the Northampton Public 
Library. The practice of libraries dispos- 
ing of literary relics in this way is not one 
to be encouraged. How much of the money- 
value — particularly in the case of the 
" Works " — depended on the autograph in- 
scriptions to John Clare, the ill-fated peasant- 
poet, who died in the Northampton Lunatic 
Asylum, it is difficult to estimate. Lamb 
and Shelley and Wordsworth pieces have 
risen by leaps and bounds ; Stevensonia, on 
the other hand, appears to have had its day. 
No. 19, a prize poem recited in Rugby 
School on June 12, 1840, realised three or 
four times the equivalent of its weight in 
gold; and No. 22, containing 51 poems 
written by Ruskin onward from his fifteenth 
to his twenty-seventh year, is another in- 
stance of the value placed on early eflForts of 
a man of mark.

library dispersed by Messrs. Christie, a ma- 
jority of the books having belonged to the 
late Mr. J. Payne Collier. At the time the 
Morris set. No. 1 6, was announced for sub- 
scription, in the autumn of 1901, demand 
was so keen that as much as £24. was asked 
and paid. No. 1 7 was bought by the trade, 
and the sum realised denotes what in Stock 
Exchange phraseology is called a firm mar- 
ket, f The practice of grangerising is less 
popular now than in the days when Dr. 
Hill Burton ridiculed it. The few works 
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in this kind worthy of mention, sold during 
the year 1 902, include Nos. 7, 9, 1 1 , and 1 2 
on the table that follows. Ovid*s " Meta- 
morphoses," No. I, the most valuable item 
in the library of the late Duke of Cleveland, 
dispersed in Wellington Street on June 1 6-7, 
was, unfortunately, a second edition, recog- 
nisable by Vol. IV. being dated 1770, and 
by page 215 of Vol. III. being numbered 
209. The plates were in unusually fine 
state. Suites I. and II., of " Moreau Le 
Jeune," No. 2, dated 1774-7, 2 vols., rea- 
lised jC395 ^^^ y^^^* Blake*s "Songs," 
No. 6, the complete series of both works, 
bears the signature of Henry Wyndham 
Phillips, the portrait painter, to whom it 
was given by the poet-artist. It will be 
recalled that the F. S. Ellis set of the plates, 
with an ornamental border round each, 
brought £700 in November, 1901 — he is 
said to have acquired it from the Calvert 
family for about jr2oo. The bound 8vo. 
volume is not of comparable interest, of 
course. No copy of Hogarth's " Works," 
No. 18, with coloured plates — and there 
can be no doubt that the colouring was con- 
temporary — appears before to have occurred 
at auction. As will be observed, several of 
the illustrated sporting books come from the 
library of Sir Daniel Cooper, Newmarket, 
the 146 lots of which made a total of 
^1,194 14s. 6d. Excellent condition in- 
creased their money-worth.

^ The widespread misapprehension that 
the occurrence of royal arms on an old bind- 
ing necessarily denotes that the book had 
been in a royal library doubtless accounts in 
part for some of the high prices. No. 2, 
characterised as a most beautiful specimen 
by the late Mr. Foss, was repaired in several 
places. Possibly the binding of No. 7 was 
executed for a member of the Yelverton 
family, with the intention of presenting it 
to Queen Elizabeth as a memorandum book. 
It was used, however, to transcribe a number 
of interesting MSS. of letters and petitions 
addressed by Lady Arabella Stuart to James I.

writers are held, the student of past and 
present-day literature will find in the tabu- 
lation ample material for thought, A por- 
tion of what Rossetti characterised as "the 
only unworthy stuff Keats ever wrote " — 
" Cap and Bells/* No. 5 — fell to a bid of 
^345, ^20 less than was realised for ten in- 
teresting letters from Burns to Peter Hill, 
the Edinburgh bookseller. No. 4. The 
reason for carrying No. 6 up to ^^300 is 
difficult to fathom. The most interesting 
comparison of all concerns the original 
MSS. of books by recently deceased authors. 
While two works from the pen of William 
Morris, Nos. 8 and 12, brought jr296, one 
by Rossetti, No. 23, jr56, another by Dis- 
raeli, No. 26,^53, yet another, by Harrison 
Ainsworth, No. 50, ^2 1 i os., a series of 41 , 
more or less important, by the late Sir Walter 
Besant, No. 2 1 , fetched but ^57 8s.

Four booklets had, prior 
to August, when the Tennyson made its ap- 
pearance, been issued from the Doves Press. 
By reason of their beautiful Roman type, 
based on a fount of Jenson, less heavy than 
the "Golden" of the Kelmscott Press, of the 
well-considered spacing, of the scrupulous 
craftsmanship throughout, these Doves 
Press volumes are sought by the collector. 
Each of the four is a small 4to., bound in 
vellum. The "Tacitus," of which 225 
copies on paper were published at 25s., in 
January, 1 90 1 , brought ^8 1 2s. 6d. in July ; 
"The Ideal Book," 300 copies originally 
priced at 2 1 s. 6d. in February, 1 90 1 , jr4 1 6s. ; 
and Mr. Mackail's "Address on William 
Morris," 300 copies of which were pub- 
lished at 1 5s. in June, 1 90 1 , ^3 6s. No ex- 



ample on vellum has yet occurred at auction. The 
Enhanced auction-room prices are but one Book Sales 
of many indications of the welcome ac- of 1902 
corded by connoisseurs to these Doves Press 
books, printed by Messrs. T. J. Cobden- 
Sanderson and Emery Walker. Milton's 
" Paradise Lost," finished on June 3, 1902, 
a 4to. of 387 pp., has a bold and simple 
rubricated beginning, and the initial let- 
ters to each book are in blue or red. Pub- 
lished late in 1 902 at 3 guineas, it cannot 
now be obtained under about ^10. At 
the Arts and Crafts Exhibition there is to 
be seen the most important endeavour yet 
attempted by the Doves. Not for long 
has the Bible been worthily produced, from 
the standpoint of the connoisseur. This 
Doves Bible will follow the text prepared 
by the late Dr. Scrivener for the Cambridge 
Paragraph Bible, and will embody his 
hitherto unpublished emendations. It is 
to be a large 4to., about 13 in. by 9 in., in 
five volumes, the subscription price 1 5 gui- 
neas. The aim is to present the text " in as 
fair a form as may be, unencumbered by 
critical apparatus, and unadorned save by the 
dignity of its diction and the nobility of its 
message." " In the beginning," the opening 
words of Genesis, arc rubricated, the initid 
" I " reaching from top to bottom of the left- 
hand margin. This Bible will be a noble 
typographical product of the early twentieth 
century, f Since the F. S. Ellis sale, prices 
of Kelmscott Press books, save in one or two 
cases, have shown a tendency to recede ; nor 
can advances be chronicled in Vale Press pub- 
lications. It may be noted that on March 2 1 , 
there was sold for £ig ids., 30s. less than 
issue price, the only example on vellum of 
" The Collects," with initials and capitals illu- 
minated by hand in imitation of early manu- 
scripts, executed at the Caradoc Press, Bed- 
ford Park. ^ So, conscious of many omis- 
sions, somewhat fearful of errors that must of 
necessitv have crept into my survey, I take 
leave of^an interesting season of book sales.

HE Book of Common 
Order," edited by John 
Knox, and rendered in- 
to Gaelic by Carswell, 
printed at Edinburgh in 

1 567, is dedicated to the 

Earl of A r gyle, and the only other copy, 
besides those in the British Museum and 
Edinburgh University Library, and the third 
sold at Sotheby's, June 7, 1902, appears to 
be that belonging to the Duke of Argyle, 
which, however, does not possess the pre- 
sumably blank leaf O 6. See Dickson and 
Edmond's "Annals of Scottish Printing, 
1890," pp. 231-2. The copy, which oc- 
curred for sale, as described, last year, and 
realised ^^500, was said, however, to be " the 
property of a nobleman," and was a single 
lot catalogued under that head. I cannot 
say whether any conclusion is to be drawn 
from those premises. ^ "The York Missal" 
in the Cholmley sale, printed by Violette at 
Rouen, was much more defective, as a care- 
ful collation established,than the auctioneer's 
catalogue led one to suppose. Many leaves 
in those parts of the book, which were most 
frequently consulted, were seriously defec- 
tive, and the fine old volume had been long 
in the hands of very ignorant owners, who 
had left their scribblings behind them. The 
important fact gatherable from the probably 
original proprietorship of Dr. Colyns was, 
and is, that that individual died in 1 509, and 
therefore the book is assignable to a more or 
less anterior date. ^ " The Indulgence of 
148 1," from the press of Caxton, exists in 
at least four examples, two (in addition to 
those found in the binding of the " Ryal 
Book ") being now in the Rylands Library. 
The latter, however, belong to what is 
known as the " plural issue," whereas those 
found in the "Ryal Book" are of the" singu- 
lar issue." It is questionable whether all 
four copies would make a complete one be- 
tween them. ^ It is not quite safe to affirm 
that the play called the " Famous Victories

of Henry V." furnished Shakespear with the 
outline of his " Henry I V.-V." This is an 
extremely crude and poor drama. There 
were two issues of 1 6 1 7. ^ The quite re- 
cent departure in reference to the various 
imprints of the second folio of Shakespear, 
1632, does not appear to me to be a very 
reasonable one, inasmuch as the volume was 
a trade book, no single stationer caring to 
speculate in more than a certain number of 
copies, and consequently different names 
present themselves at the foot of the title. 
" Smethwick " copies were at one moment 
deemed an extraordinary rarity, but they 
will grow less and less so. ^ Apropos of 
Watts's " Divine Songs," 171 5, having re- 
cently changed hands at fluctuating prices, 
it maybe worth while to note that the second 
book mentioned, his " Hymns and Spiritual 
Songs," 1707, an equally rare and perhaps 
more interesting, as it is all events an earlier 
work, was purchased at Sotheby's against 
the whole trade for ^2 i6s. od., passed into 
other hands at once at ^i 2 12s. od., and was 
re-sold at Sotheby's within a year or two for 
^140 and ^65. ^ Whatever may bethought 
of Mr. Sidney Lee's newly-issued "Census 
of the First Folio " — and most people only 
have one opinion — it seems to establish in 
a much more striking manner than before 
the immense rarity of an absolutely perfect 
and intact copy. Does such an one exist ? 
^ Clarke's " Polimanteia," 1595, ^^ notable 
as containing the earliest specific mention 
of any work of Shakespear and any positive 
allusion to him, not as a dramatist, but as a 
poet, although there had been anterior covert 
references. The testimony of Clarke is all 
the more valuable, because, in common with 
that of Meres in 1 598, it is that of an Uni- 
versity man, although of course both Oxford 
and Cambridge at a very early date began to 
witness local exhibitions of some of Shakes- 
pear's plays, "Hamlet" included. ^ Ben 
Jonson's " Every Man out of his Humour," 
1600, Ling's edition, which in July last 



brought jC^ 22, fetched in 1 860 at Mitford'sf*i!^ 
sale ^4 6s, od., and re-sold in Corser^s in 
1 87 1 for ^4 1 9s. od. It was a tall and clean 
copy, and was bought by Mr. Dyce, at whose 
side the present writer stood at the time. 
f Of the " Mirrour or Glasse of Christes 
Passion," printed by Redman, 1534, the 
copy sold in June last for ^^120 had been 
bought by auction about two years before 
for about half the money. ^ The copy of 
Lyttleton's "Tenures in Law-French," 
printed by Pynson without date, which at 
the Cholmley sale brought ^^ 1 20, was exces- 
sively dear, though doubtless a rare issue. It 
would be hard to discover any plea for such 
a price, f "Gabriel Thomas's Pennsyl- 
vania," 1 698, which, at the LefFerts residual 
auction in London last year, brought ^^109, 
was within measurable time a twelve or fif- 
r teen pound book in fine condition. It is 
not specially rare. f The " Horae " of 
Orleans use, 1 504, at the Ellis sale last No- 
vember, was remarkable as realising /20 
more than the late owner asked for it, out 
it was nevertheless far from extravagant 
even at j^io8, and had it been in the ori- 
ginal binding, instead of in one by Trautz- 
Bauzonnet, it would have been cheaper at 
double the money. ^ " Wycherley's Mis- 
cellany Poems," 1704, large paper, a pre- 
sentation copy to the Earl of Radnor, was 
carried at the Fountaine sale to ^^105, hav- 
ing cost Sir Andrew Fountaine in 1782 the 
sum of 1 8s. Nearly all the large-paper copies 
known are presentation ones. ^ Gardyne^s 
"Garden of Grave and Godlie Flowers," 
1609, formerly belonged to Robert Mylne. 
I have seen no other, nor was there any 
other impression, so far as I am aware. 
f Bishop Douglas's " Palace of Honour," 
as printed by Copland, 1553, is the earliest 
form in which we seem to have this poem 
in print. But there is a small fragment of 
a Scottish impression about 1530, of which 
a facsimile occurs in Dickson and Edmond's 
"Annals," 1890. f The "Famous His- 
torie of Albion's Queene," 1 600, purports 
to be written by R. G., initials which I have 



no power at present to appropriate, unless The 
there were earlier issues no longer known. Book Sales 
and these letters represent Robert Greene, of 1 902 
R. G., in dedicating the book to Edmund 
Mullineux, Esquire, terms that gentleman 
" a sweet Martialist." Of Spenser's " Faerie 
Queene," 1 590, sold at the White sale for 
^75, one of the finest copies known, in old 
gilt calf, perished in the fire at Riviere's. 
\ The editio princeps of Florio's Mon- 
taigne, which has been recently carried to 
a very high price, is a very common book, 
but (si parva licet), like the first folio Shake- 
spear, is excessively rare in fine and abso- 
lutely complete state. ^ "The English 
Poliphilo," 1592, which is merely a sort of 
abridgment, is found with two different 
title-pages, and is, notwithstanding, a volume 
of the utmost rarity. In the Huth Library 
is a fine copy with the bookplate of General 
Pennefather. ^ The last copy which I re- 
collect to have seen of the play of " Everie 
Woman in her Humor," 1609, brought 
^z by auction, and was re-sold to Mr. F. 
Locker for ^3 3s. od. ^ The Huth copy of 
the editio princeps ofBeaumont andFletcher, 
1647, in the finest state, cost ^2 los. od., 
because it was found necessary to buy a 
second one to supply a leaf, which was not 
perfectly satisfactory. ^ Mr. Huth's copy 
of Jonson, 1616-31, which had been 
Colonel Cunningham's, bound in 3 vols., old 
calf, beautifully large and clean, with a can- 
cel title and other leaf, was bought of Stibbs 
for 36s. It is by no means a rare volume 
or set of books. Only Volume or Part I. 
seems to have been struck off on large paper. 
The copy of that volume (on small paper), 
ascribed to Charles I. with a motto, "Dum 
spiro spero," was almost assuredly spurious. 
4 The copy of Burrant's "Versions of Cato, 
&c.," from the press of Richard Grafton, 
1 545, sold among the Fountaine books, and 
again in December last, was a new typo- 
graphical discovery. The book was in very 
fine state, in old calf binding, with the 
Toison d'Or in gold stamped upon it. % The 
copy of Suckling's "Fragmenta Aurea," 
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The 1646, sold for ^51 among Colonel Hib- 

Burlington berths books, was very inferior to that which 
Series, occurred at Christie's some time ago for 

No. I ^27 6s. od. The latter, if not in the original 

binding, was in one of nearly coeval date, 
and was singularly pure and crisp, the por- 
trait brilliant. % Whitney's " Choice of 
Emblems," 1586, is a very common book, 
but there is a point about it not generally 
understood, which is, that it was printed in 
an unusually large 4to., and copies, which 
exhibit wide margins, are by no means ne- 
cessarily large paper. It may be added that 
the dedication was set up twice, and that 
a contemporary MS. of the work exists, 
claiming to be the original autograph, with 
drawings of the illustrations. % The general 
moral to be deduced from the quotations of 
realised values is that, under present circum- 
stances, no standard or means of measure- 
ment exists ; and that, where an item is of 
a certain degree of rarity and estimated im- 
portance, it is simply a fight a outrance, after 
the earlier stages of competition, between the 
two boldest and strongest bidders. ^ In the 
category of" Nineteenth Century First Edi- 
tions," the copy of " Keats's Poems," 1 8 1 7, 
presented to the Misses Reynolds, bought 
by Messrs. Denham for ^^177, calls for the 
remark that these ladies were the common 
acquaintances of many of the literary folks 
of that day, and were the daughters of Rey- 
nolds, of Bayswater, the engraver. ^ I have 
spoken of certain of Charles Lamb's "Nugae 
Litterariae." His " Tales from Shakespear," 
1807, which sold last June in "original halt 
binding " for ^25 los. od., reminds me that 
in 1864, shortly after the death of Mr. 
George Daniel, I called at Waller's, in Fleet 
Street, and had a clean copy in " original 
boards " offered to me at 7s. 6d., Waller re- 
marking that the late Mr. Daniel pronounced 
it worth a guinea. I left it. ^ In the series 
of "Original MSS.," &c., cited, I may be 
entitled to state that I looked through the 
copy of J. P. Collier's " Diary," sold at 
Christie's last June for ^^i 75, and recognised 
extremely little of high interest or value, and 
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not a few spurious items, which tended to 
confirm the unpleasant suspicions about the 
former owner in relation to the second folio 
of Shakespear and other kindred matters. 
f The 4to. MS. containing the " Apology 
of the Earl of Essex," of which several 
copies exist in this form, should not have 
been described in the catalogue as having 
corrections and additions perhaps in Bacon's 
hand, as there was really no ground whatever 
for the attribution. The price realised 
(Sotheby's, June 5, 1902) was unjustified — 
^51. f At Sotheby's, Oct. 20-24, No. 629, 
was an " Act of Henry VIII," 1 544, includ- 
ing, among other provisions, a project — the 
first, perhaps, of its kind — ^for the paving of 
Cambridge ; 684, a copy of" Mrs. Glasse's 
Cookery," 1747, with an inscription : " This 
Booke belonged to Mary, the wife of Sir Paul 
Pechell, Bart." But lot 1 192 was a truly 
remarkable and striking one, since, in the 
form of two mutilated leaves, including the 
last with the printer's mark, it established 
beyond question the issue by Wynkyn de 
Worde of a 4to. impression of Lydgate's 
" Assembly of Gods and Goddesses," with 
a colophon retaining the French title, as will 
be perceived from the facsimile on the op- 
posite page. We are indebted to the kind- 
ness of Mr. Quaritch for the loan of the 
unique relic. The woodcut representing 
the deities in council seems to betray in the 
costumes its Flemish or Franco-Flemish 
origin. ^ The heavy G. I. Ellis sale, where 
the successors of the late Mr. G. I. Ellis 
bought more than half the lots at what ap- 
peared to be rather high prices, presented 
very few features of real interest. Some of 
the items brought considerably more than 
the late owner had marked them, and the 
general result indicated an active demand for 
desirable books all round. The descriptions 
in the catalogue treated defects and imperfec- 
tions in not a few cases with studied tender- 
ness. A categorical account of a sale, where 
so many of the books were of a perfectly or- 
dinary character, and had been acquired more 
or less recently, would be very unprofitable,

The lot had 
been marked by Mr. Ellis ^4 ids. od., and 
produced fc). Lot 357. Blake's " Silver 
Drops," in nne old morocco, which had lain 
in New Bond Street unsold at ^2 2S. od., 
fetched ^6 los. od. Lot 386, a Boethius, 
printed at Ghent in 1485, and undoubtedly 
a very fine old volume,, was announced to 
contain all the blank leaves ; but it com- 
menced on aii, ai having probably been 
a blank leaf 404. Bouchardon, " Etudes," 
1737-46, had every appearance of being 
an early re-issue from the original plates. 
460. Brunne, " Emblemata," 1 624, a book 
said to illustrate Shakespear, was sold for over 
£b. Two other copies in different parts 
of the catalogue, where no note occurred 
of this interest, brought ^2 2S. od. and 
^i 17s. od. 904. Drayton's " Poems," said 
to be a misdescribed impression, and hy- 
pothetically assigned to 1 606, but far more 
probably printed about 1630, and appar- 
ently deficient of a leaf before A 2 (printed 
title), either blank or a frontispiece ; it was 
one of the issues between 1605 and 1630 of 
the miscellaneous lyrics. It fetched the ex- 
travagant price of ^9 1 5s. od. 999. " Fasci- 
culus Florum," 1636, attributed, for some 
reason not stated, to Thomas Wilhner, some 
short time since sold for 7s., brought J^j. A 
small volume of no value. 1 059. Frere'sown 
copy of his " Aristophanes," complete with 
the rare " Frogs," " Theognis Restitutus," 
&c., was immensely cheaper at 1 9s. 11 95. 
" Communication oetween my Lord Chan- 
cellor (Bishop Gardiner) and Judge Hales,'* 
a tract of 4 leaves printed abroad, not a very 
fine copy, but only 3 known, ^i 12s. od. 
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1 309. A printed " Horae," about 1 500, from 
the press of A. Verard, without borders, 
woodcuts uncoloured, and with a tract, also 
on vellum, entitled, " Examen de conscience 
compose par maistre Jehan Quentin,'* no- 
ticed by Brunet as a separate piece, and pos- 
sibly (by no means certainly) part of the 
volume — ^^^37.

sentative. ^ Messrs. Sotheby & Co. dis- 
posed on the 1 3th November and following 
days, on the 17th and i8th, and on the 
4th December and following days, of suc- 
cessive assemblages of Books and MSS. of 
all classes obtained from different sources, 
consisting of articles found unsaleable by 
their buyers, or imperfectly described in for- 
mer catalogues, and now brought forward 
in full bibliographical panoply. These re- 
sales, even at short intervals, yield results 
not less surprising than precarious. The in- 
terest and value of many books lie in some 
more or less recondite point or points un- 
known to the original cataloguer, and on their 
reappearance under more attractive auspices, 
they not unfrequently realise six, ten, or 
twenty times the former quotations. ^ The 
auction of Nov. 13-15 was chiefly composed 
of foreign literature of secondary importance, 
but embraced a few lots worth noting, al- 
though it is well to bear in mind that at pre- 
sent the same books and the same copies are 
apt to recur again and again, and to go for 
prices dependent on pure chance. There is 
no longer any security for private buyers.

Taverner (Francis), "Genealogie of the Fa- 
mily of the Taverners of North Elmham in 
Norfolck," 1636, folio MS. on paper, in old 
vellum cover, with a note drawing attention 
to its importance, jC^^- II A full record 
of the prices realised will be found, no doubt, 
in " Book Prices Current," and other pub- 
lications ; but these, for the most part, can 
be of very slight value, as the bidding for 
the more remarkable lots appeared to dis- 
regard all precedents, and is scarcely likely 
to govern future offers. The book market 
is at the present moment, as it has been for 



the past few seasons, in a very distempered 
state, partly owing to heavy commissions 
from buyers indifferent to the price and 
merely bent on securing the article. There 
was a select assemblage of Old Plays belong- 
ing to Dr. Griffiths, nearly all in poor state, 
yet bought at high figures in many in- 
stances for private persons who were not 
too festidious, and a series of books from the 
library of Lewis Carroll, chiefly of no im- 
portance, and which did not excite much 
interest in the room. There were se- 
veral " Books of Hours," all of third-rate 
quality, which, again, became objects of 
warm competition, perhaps in the absence 
of anything better. The Shakespeariana 
were of that type which has grown fami- 
liar, since a host of old books and pamphlets 
has gradually accumulated with more or 
less fanciful credentials as the sources of the 
poet*s inspiration. A large group of modern 
autographs formed part of the collection, 
and seemed to sell well. But it is impossible 
in such a case to distinguish between what 
is really sold and what is bought in. Among 
the leading lots we may particularize : 74.

vol., jTi^. ^ Ben Jonson's copy of Lu- Book Sales 
cian's "Dialogues" in Greek, 1530, went of 1902 
for JTS 1 5s. od. The autograph in No. 779, 
alleged to be that of Evelyn the diarist, 
was, in fact, that of his grandson. Sir John 
Evelyn, the first baronet. The book sold, 
accordingly, for ^3 12s. od. No. 835 was 
stated to be probably the earliest signature 
of Dr. Johnson extant, namely March 30, 
1726, but the signature was in a printed 
character. The other two in the book were 
of much later date. No. 11 32 was the 
"Bellows" Shakespear,a contemptible hoax, 
or at least abortion, which sold for j^i 3. It 
is said to have realised on former occasions 
a far larger amount, its worth striking one as 
precisely nothing. ^ Referring to the first 
" Homer," 1488, if such a third-rate exem- 
plar is thought worth £iSyy what ought 
such an one as the Du Barri, subsequently 
La Valliere, to fetch ? ^ It cannot be too 
clearly understood that the quotations in a 
composite sale are rarely trustworthy as 
guides to more or less inexperienced collec- 
tors. The cross and under-currents are so 
numerous, partly owing to the re-purchase 
by owners of property, which does not reach 
the reserve. The case of the three Dublin 
1 8th century Shakespears was particularly 
curious. They had been bought not very 
long ago at the same rooms for about 
j^i5 5s. od. ^ In the sale of books at 
Hodgson and Co.'s rooms, Nov. 26-28 last, 
Nos. 364 and 651 afibrded promise of far 
greater interest than it turned out that the 
lots really possessed. The first, a very poor 
cropped copy of Richard Mulcaster*s " Po- 
sitions" and " Elementary," 158 1-2, is de- 
scribed as having on the title of the first 
piece the signature of Benjamin Jonson, and 
in the second portion MS. notes presumedly 
in his hand. The addition to our knowledge 
of Jonson's library would have been welcome 
enough ; but the autograph was spurious, 
and for the Notes there was absolutely no 
evidence. The second item, a very shabby 
copy in calf of Waller's "Poems," 1680,

No. I second recording the gift of the book by 

Mrs. Harrison to Philip Lockhart, in the 
hand of the latter, was said to contain on 
a flyleaf an imperfect copy of verses address- 
ed to James II. in Waller's autograph. 
This attribution was also erroneous. The 
Mulcaster brought ^^5 15s. od., the Waller 
^2 1 2s. od. The catalogue, however, might 
have stated that the latter volume also pos- 
sessed on the flyleaf the autograph of 
Philip Wharton, a family with which 
Waller was acquainted. ^ Sotheby and 
Co. sold on the four days, fi-om the 26th 
to the 29th November, the valuable li- 
brary of the late Henry W. Cholmley, 
Esq., of Horsham Hall, York, and obtained 
some very remarkable prices. The collec- 
tion had been formed thirty or forty years 
ago for the most part, and the atmosphere 
was in favour of the property. The library 
was distinctly miscellaneous, but there was 
an important assemblage of specimens of 
early typography and books with woodcuts. 
The chief features were : No. 164. "Calen- 
darium Antiquum," printed at Augsburg, 
4to, 148 1 , with engravings, ^40 ; " Samuel 
Daniel's Minor Poems," 1 607, j^3 2 ; " Gram- 
matellum sermones facetos complectens," 
4to, " sine uUa nota," a very curious and rare 
interlinear Latin and German text-book, 
^22. No. 430. " Horsemanship of Eng- 
land," in verse, 4to, 1682, a rare volume, 
fine copy, ^6. 479. " Dyalogus Creatura- 
rum," 1 486, fine copy, ^40. 673. Martyr, 
"Decades of the New World," 1555, old 
red morocco, some margins cut into, ^1^3 3. 
960. " Les Vertues des Eaues et des Herbes," 
4to, no place, &c., with two more leaves 
than are mentioned by Brunet, from the Ye- 
meniz library, ^20 i os. od. The library, 
of course, contained a large number of 
scarce and valuable items, but nothing call- 
ing for particular remark or otherwise than 
familiar to bibliographers and collectors. 
% Many of the items in the Cholmley sale 
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bore evidence of having passed through the 
hands of the families of Boynton and Strick- 
land. The figures given for some of them 
may appear excessive, but such is the pre- 
vailing drift at the present moment for 
anything fine or rare. The "Gramma- 
tellum ** above mentioned, however, might 

have gone for £2 ^^ jC4» ^^^ ^^' ^^^ ^^ ^^^ 
Rosen thals of Munich entered into com- 
petition for it, and led Mr. Quaritch to 
oppose, till the bidding reached ^^22, when 
Rosenthal gave way. Mr. Quaritch carried 
oflF the principal portion in point of value. 
He was the successful competitor for the 
" Oxford Book,'' the " York Missal," and 
the " Lyttleton.'' The " York Missal '' had 
been seriously deteriorated by having fallen 
into the hands of illiterate owners, who 
are probably responsible, as in so many thou- 
sand instances, for its degraded condition. 
^ The most notable feature in a sale at So- 
theby's, Dec. 1-3, 1902, was lot 349, a very 
poor and imperfect copy of an edition, so 
far totally unknown, of Bunyan's " Pilgrim's 
Progress," printed at Boston, New England, 
i2mo, 1 68 1. It fetched ^18 los. od. Its 
sole interest was, as it were, historical and 
bibliographical; and it proves how soon, 
even in those days of slower communica- 
tions, the fame of the volume crossed the 
Atlantic. The subject of early Anglo-Ame- 
rican literature is one deserving of closer 
attention. ^ At Christie's, on the 1 6th De- 
cember, a set (13) of Wheatley's " Cries of 
London," without the extra plate, fetched 
780 guineas. It is to be remarked that a 
far more complete series of " Cries " is some- 
times to be found attached to a book on 
London, otherwise of small value, published 
by Sir Richard Phillips in 1805. f A fine 
illuminated MS. of the 15th century, of 
French origin, quite unexceptionable in 
respect of condition, and in an old French 
morocco binding excellently preserved, 
realised at Sotheby's on the same day ^^345. 
It contained 1 8 large miniatures, some very 
curious and unusual, as St. Matthew with 
a revolving reading desk, St. Mark with the 



same, &c., and a series of grotesques, as well 
as several smaller miniaturesof superior exe- 
cution. Still, the price was very high, more 
so than when the volume previously changed 
hands at Messrs. Robinson and Fisher's 
rooms, since which it has had two or three 
owners in rather quick succession. " Horae *' 
of really unusual merit are becoming rarer 
and costlier. ^The quotation of prices 
realised for books and MSS. at auctions is, 
owing to certain agencies of more or less 
recent growth, becoming of less and less 
utility. The purchase of the rarer items has 
of late become so much a matter of pure 
speculation and uncertainty, and the market 
for them is really so narrow, that, where a 
volume is not at once, or at all events shortly, 
placed where it was expected to go, it is ex- 
ceedingly apt to find its way back to the 
sale-room, to bring half the tormer price — 
or double. Much depends on the circum- 
stances, and even more on the cataloguer. 
The prices, again, are influenced by the 
character of the property and the presence 
of reserves. In the Ellis sale in October- 
November last every lot was protected, and 
it was, to a large extent, the same in those 
which followed, down to the i oth Decem- 
ber. There was an amount of cross-bidding 
and mysterious ownership, which left it very 
dubious whether books were sold or bought 
in. This of course operates on the vdue 
of the ostensible realisation. The prices 
were, as a rule, high ; but many prominent 
members of the trade were conspicuous by 
their absence or lukewarmth. For the pri- 
vate purchaser who personally attends, the 



risk of dear acquisitions has undoubtedly The 
increased to a very sensible extent, as, un- Book Sales 
less he is experienced and on his guard, he of 1 902 
incurs the imminent danger of being caught 
— of topping the proprietor's high reserve. 
^ The library of the late Lord Acton, which 
had been purchased by Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie during his lordship's lifetime, but had 
been gracefully permitted to remain at Al- 
denham Park, near Bridgnorth, Salop, was 
presented by Mr. Carnegie, on the death of 
Lord Acton, to the Right Honourable John 
Morley. But that gentleman, finding per- 
haps that the bequest was somewhat un- 
manageable, and was calculated to occupy a 
very large space, decided, doubtless with Mr. 
Carnegie's concurrence, to oflFer the collec- 
tion to Cambridge University, where it will 
be in excellent keeping, and will be extremely 
useful to students of continental literature, 
in all branches of which it is fairly well re- 
presented. There is a MS. catalogue of the 
library, but no regular or complete printed 
one. Before Mr. Carnegie came forward as 
a private purchaser, an arrangement had 
been made to sell the whole by instalments 
at the rooms of Messrs. Puttick and Simpson, 
and a catalogue of the First Portion, printed 
in 1890, but withdrawn, runs to 135 pages 
and to 2,400 lots, the lots usually compre- 
hending several items, so that some idea may 
be formed of the extent of Mr. Morley's do- 
nation to Cambridge — one all the more ac- 
ceptable, because it includes so much not 
previously to be found in the University and 
other collections there. 
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LTHOUGH there are several excellent English magazines devoted to

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A LOST "ADORATION OF THE MAGI" BY SANDRO BOTTICELLI 
J9^ WRITTEN BY HERBERT P. HORNE 

lOME few years ago, an 

[unfinished painting of an 
'Adoration of the Magi" 

by Sandro Botticelli, was 

.brought from the Maga- 

Izines of the Uflizi, and 
placed on an easel in front of the unfinished 
altarpiece of the same subject by Leonardo 
da Vinci, in the second room of the Tus- 
can Masters. The director of the gallery, 
in placing the one panel in front of the 
other, had no doubt remarked what must 
be apparent to every student of Florentine 
Art. Although the two pictures present 
great diflferences of draughtsmanship and 
technique, they bear a resemblance to one 
another, in so far as their several concep- 
tions of the subject are concerned, which 
cannot be merely accidental. The con- 
tention that Botticelli was among those 
who fell under the influence of Leonardo, 
has pre-occupied more than one writer; and 
the late Eugene Muntz, following in the 
steps of Herr Muller Walde, has propounded 
this theory at length in his " Studi Leonard- 
eschi," which appeared in the "Archivio 
Storico dell' Arte " for 1 897.^ I do not here 
propose to examine the arguments which 
Professor Miintz has adduced. Nothing, 
certainly, which he has brought forward, 
gives so much colour to his contention, as 
the relation which exists between these two 
compositions. That one painter was in- 
fluenced by the other can scarcely be 
doubted ; but it remains a question whether 
Botticelli was influenced by Leonardo, or 
Leonardo by Botticelli. And perhaps this 
question will not be satisfactorily decided 
until the dates, not only of the paintings in 
question, but also of the other extant "Ado- 
rations " by Botticelli, have been determined. 
% It is now, I think, a matter of general 
agreement among students, that the un- 
finished painting by Leonardo in the Uflizi,

No. 1 252, was the altarpiece begun by him 
for the High Altar of the San Donato a Sco- 
peto, in March, 1 480-1,* and left unfinished 
at the time of his departure from Florence, 
c. 1482, to enter the service of the Duke of 
Milan. In a recent number of The Monthly 
Review^ I have endeavoured to show that the 
" Adoration of the Magi,*' once in the church 
of Santa Maria Novella, and now in the Uf- 
fizi. No. 1286, was executed c. 1477. The 
two smaller " Adorations *' in the National 
Gallery, which still pass under the name of 
Filippino Lippi, are yet earlier works : No. 
592 was probably executed c. 1468, while 
Botticelli had newly come under the in- 
fluence of Antonio Pollaiuoli ; and No. 1033 
at a somewhat later period, and certainly 
before the altarpiece once in Santa Maria 
Novella had been painted. Of a later date 
than any of these pictures, is the " Adora- 
tion " in the Gallery of the Hermitage at 
St. Petersburg, No. 3. This painting, which 
undoubtedly belongs to the same period of 
Botticelli's art as the Sistine frescoes, is said 
to have come from one of the great Roman 
collections at the time of the Napoleonic in- 
vasion of Italy. I suspect that it may be 
the "Adoration of the Magi" which, ac- 
cording to the" Anonimo Gaddiano," Botti- 
celli painted during his stay in Rome : " In 
Roma dipinse anchora, et faceuj una tauola 
dj magi che fu la piu [ ? bella] opera che 
maj facessj."3 If that conjecture be correct, 
it was painted between the spring of the 
year 1 48 1 , and the autumn of 1 482 ; during 
the very time that Leonardo was engaged 
upon the altarpiece begun for San Donato 
a Scopeto. ^ The date of the unfinished 
" Adoration " in the Uflizi still remains to 
be determined ; but before I attempt to dis- 
cuss this question, I wish to speak of another 
" Adoration of the Magi " by Botticelli, a

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The introduction of the friction-match, and 

Burlington were, therefore, never sold. Mr. Mole has 
Magazine one such ; Mr. Bidwell, on one occasion, 
met with no less than eight together ; and 
I purchased one (that shown in Fig. VI.) 
recently at Saffron Walden. ^ These round 
tinder-boxes of tin were for everyday kitchen 
use. For bed-room or drawing-room use, 
better boxes were made of superior metal

— sometimes of copper or brass : occasion- 
ally even of silver. Mr. Bidwell has one 
in brass (Fig. VIII.) and another (Fig. IX.) 
in Sheffield plate. Examples in the latter 
metal are, however, so scarce that Mr.

Bidwell has never seen another. These 
superior tinder-boxes were often tastefully 
ornamented and provided with elegant 
handles, as the fine Dutch example shown 
(Fig. X.). ^ In passing, one may notice 
a type of box (Fig. X^.), formerly common 
in Germany. It is of brass, and has a slid- 
ing lid affixed to the handle. The old chisel 
shown with it served as a fire-steel. The 
neat wooden box from Japan (Fig. Xd.) is 
also worthy of mention. The steel is fixed 
in a wooden handle, and the matches take the 
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form of thin, broad, unpointed shavings — 
the usual type in Japan. ^ Among the 
contents of the tinder-box, the tinder, from 
which the box derives its name, deserves

first notice. Tinder was made usually from 
some light, loosely-woven cotton or linen 
fabric — preferably the latter. Old sheets, 
stockings, shirts, cotton night-caps, and 
the like, were saved in the rag-bag for the 
express purpose of making tinder. The 
lighter and thinner the fabric, the better the

tinder ; for tinder made from any thick, 
closely-woven fabric did not take fire readily. 
When a supply of tinder was required, a 
piece of rag, about one foot square, was held 
by one corner with the tongs and set alight. 
As soon as it had burned almost out, and be- 
fore it was reduced to ashes, it was dropped

into the open tinder-box, set ready to hand, 
and the damper was applied quickly to 
smother the flame. Another plan was to 
place the rag in some closed iron vessel. 
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
